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The following reorganization of Soviet troops is scheduled to 
be carried ovt in Yugoslavia, Bulgaria, Rumania, Czechoslovakia 
and Poland. 


1. The basic infantry unit of the Russian armies in the satellite countries 
is to be the platoon composed of four ten-man units as follows: 


three rifle units, each divided into two groups armed with a machine Gus,

There is, 
in addition, a heavy armament platoon including a machine gun section and two 
mortar sections, armed respectively with a heavy machine gun and two 5O mm. mortars. -
